SENATE. 


THIRTY-THIRD DAY’S PROCEEDINGS, 


THURSDAY, Jan. 15, 1874. 


The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair. 


Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved, 


Reports of Committees. 


Messrs. Morehead, of Guilford, 
from the Judiciary ; Ellis, of Colum- 
bus, from Select Committee on the 
sale of Battle’s Revisal; Avera, from 
Propositions and Grievances; Mer- 
rimon, from the Judiciary; Price, 
from the Judiciary, and Murray,from 
Enrolled Bills, submitted reports 
from their respective committees. 


Introduction of Bilisand Resolutions. 


By Mr. Morehead, of Rockingham, 
a bill explaining section 32, chapter 
26 of Battle’s Revisal. Referred. 

By Mr. Stafford, a bill to incorpo- 
rate Piedmont Springs Company. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Seymour, a bill to incorpo- 
rate the North Carolina Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Avera, a resolution in favor 
of W.C. Thurston. Referred.

‘Nhe Senate bill in regard to the ap- 
pointment of special terms of the 
superior Court, authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to appoint terms for the trial of 
both criminal and civil cases, passed 
its second reading. 

Senate bill supplemental to and ex- 
planatory of all corporation acts, pass- 
ed by the present General Assembly, 
passed its second reading.

Miscellaneous. 


On motion of Mr. Avera, the bill 
in relation to the Oxford Orphan 
Asylum was taken up and made the 
Special Order for Wednesday next. 

On motion of Mr. Powell, the bill 
to amend chapter 189, laws of 1871- 
72, was taken from the table and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Corpora- 
tions. 

On motion of Harriss, col., of 
Wake, the bill to prevent flogging in 
the State prison, was taken from 
the Calendar and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Penal Institutions, 

Special Order. 

The bill to enlarge the Insane Asy- 
lum, and to provide for the _ better 
government of the same, came up as 
the special order at 12 o’clock and, on 
motion of Mr. Murphy, its further 
consideration was postponed till 
Tuesday, at 120’clock m., and the bill 
ordered to be printed. 

At 12 o’clock the bill providing for 
the appropriation of $65,000 for the 
support of the Insane Asylum the 
present year was taken up. 

Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, Chairman 
of the Committee on the Insane Asy- 
lum, had fully examined into the af- 
fairs of this institution ,and stated his 
views in reference to the additional 
appropriations asked for, givinga de- 
tailed account of the operations of the 
Asylum, &c., said the Committee 
had prepared this bill to meet the de- 
mands of the institution. 

Mr. Humphrey, in view of an in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the Asy- 
lum now pending, desired the post- 
ponement of the further considera- 
tion of the bill. 

Mr. Ransom, as a member of the 
Committee, referred to the pending 
investigation, and read a letter ad- 
dressed to the Committee from the 
Treasurer of the Asylum _ Board 


of Directors, stating his inability to. 


submit his books and papers to the 
inspection of the Committee this 
morning. 

Mr. Murphy was unwilling to 
interfere with theinvestigation. He 
wanted it to go on, and every fact 
connected with the management of 
the institution brought out, but 
thought the bill ought to pass its 
second reading, as an appropria- 
tion was necessary to carry on the 
operations of the Asylum. 

Mr. Humphrey withdrew his ob- 
jection, when the bill passed its 


second reading. 


On motion of Mr. Ellis, of Colum- 
bus, the further consideration of the 
bill was postponed till Saturday next, 
and made the special order for 12 
o'clock on that day. 


At 1 o’eloek the bill to appropriate 


$46,500 for the current expenses of 
the Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum 
the present year, was taken up as the 
special order, 

Mr. Murphy, asChairman of the 
Committee on this Institution, stated 
the objects of the bill, its necessity, 
&e. In regard to the appropriation 
forthe color um, Mr. Mur- 
phy said the Board of Directors had 
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exercised due economy in the con- 
struction of the building not yet 
com pleted, and which this bill asked 
an appropriation for. The building 
when completed will be an ornament 
to the State, and a credit and honor 
to the General Assembly. Heho 
the Senate would, for the sake of hu- 
manity, pass the appropriation. 

Mr. Waring op the bill at 
considerable length. He was unwil- 
ling to establish a precedent in this 
General Assembly endorsing the ille- 
gal acts of this Board of Directors, 
who had. without authority, exceed- 
ed the authority given by the Legis- 
lature by increasing the appropria- 
tion of $5,000 to $12,500. e more- 
over, doubted whether this Board of 
Directors had even the authority to 
use the Legislative appropriation, as 
he believed the creation of this Baard 
to be unconstitutional, having 
been confirmed by the * Ex- 
ecutive Session. 

Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, called for 
a division of the vote, as he was de- 
termined never to vote for this appro- 
aera asked for by the Board of 

irectors who had illegally exceeded 
their authority. 

Mr. Murphy again ‘‘rose toexplain,”’ 
and at some length advocated the ap- 
propriation, again reminding the 
Senate of the economy that has been 
observed in the erection of the new 
building. 

Mr. Worth favored a division of the 
vote on the appropriation, though he 
expected to vote for both. He knew 
and stated at the time the appropria- 
tion was granted last session that the 
amount was insufficient for the pur- 
pose, and though he did not counte- 
nance the actions of the Board of 
Directors, he would vote for the bill. 

Harris, colored, was opposed to the 
division, and favored the passage of 
the bill. Hereferred tothe precedent 
of meeting such appropriation by 
Legislative enactment as_ already 
established by this General Assembly, 
«&e. 

Mr. Avera, though aware of the 
stubbornness shown by the Governor 
in the appointment of the Board of 
Directors, and wished ‘‘to God that 
this General Assembly had the back- 
bone and nerve to impeach the Gov- 
ernor for his stubborness,’’ yet he 
would support the bill. 

Mr. Scott at considerable length ar- 
gued in favorof the bill, replying to 
the arguments of Senators in oppo- 
sition to the bill. He said the build- 
ing was just such a one as was re- 
quired for the purpose and such an 
one as contemplated by the Legisla- 
ture;that it was clearly shown that 
the Building Committee had observed 
the utmost economy, and the build- 
ing, as it now stood, was worth every 
cent of the amount thus far and pro- 
posed to be expended, ete. 

Mr. Merrimon would support the 
bill, though the Directors had been 
guilty of a flagrant violation of law 
and should be impeached for it. He 
would be understood as condemning 
action, though ady-eating the 


question. 

Mr. Wuring offered an amendment, 
making the appropriation $39,000 
instead of $46,500, stating his object 
in doing so was to divide the vote on 
the oppropriation, The amendment 
was lost. 

The vote then recurred on the pas- 
sage of the bill on its second reading, 
which prevailed by a vote of 29 ayes 
to 5 nays. 

On motion of Mr. Murphy, the 
further consideration of the bill was 
postponed till to-morrow. 

While the roll was being called, 
Messrs. Dunham and Cunningham, 
in explaining their votes, said that 
they supported the amendment of 
Senator from Mecklenburg because 
they desired to express their decided 
condemnation of the Directory in ex- 
ceeding the appropriation made by 
the last General Assembly, and not 
because they desired to deprive these 
needy unfortunates of a_ building 
suitable to their wants. Adopting 
this method of such expression they 
would vote for the bill, with the ob- 
noxious feature, rather than deprive 
these wards of the State of proper 
shelter. 

Messrs. Waring, and Ellis, of Co- 
lumbus, in explanation of their votes 
stated that in voting against this bill, 
it was on account of the obnoxious 
course pursued by the Directory, and 
not to deprive the poor unfortunates 
of an Asylum, believing the Legis- 
luture could take care of them by 
some other means, 9nd rather than 
endorse such a high-handed outrage 
they would vote against the bill, 

Adjourned.

The re-eleetion of Senator THUR- 
MAN, Of Ohio, is an event which will 
be hailed with delight by the whole 
Democratic party of the nation. 

Senator THURMAN is regarded as 
the best lawyer and ablest debater in 
the United States Senate. He isa 
politician of singularly pure and 
blameless life, and a statesman of 
comprehensive views and enlarged 
patriotism. 

Itis generally Known to our readers 
that Judge THURMAN is a nephew of 
Gov. ALLEN, of Ohio, and that the 
latter gentleman was born near 
Edenton, North Carolina. Itis true 
that some of our Virginia cotempora- 
ries, with that State pride so charac- 
teristic of them, and which would 
appropriateevery good thing to which 
they are entitled for their own Com- 
monwealth, claim that Gov. ALLEN 
was born in Virginia, and lived at 
f.ynehburg, in that State.

Whilein Washington city a few days 
since, we heard it from Senator THUR-

mother, who is Gov. ALLEN’s sister, 
was also born in North Carolina, as 
ie informed us. Sothat North Caro- 
lina hasan indisputable rightto claim 
(iov. ALLEN as her native son, and 
to claim Senator THURMAN as a lin- 
val descendant. 


Cushing’s Nomination With- 
drawn. 

The country was taken considera- 
bly by surprise at the circumstances 
connected with the withdrawal of 
CALEB CUSHING's nomination for 
Chief Justice. 

Senator SARGENT unearthed a let- 
ter written by CALEB CUSHING, In 
March 1861, to JEFFERSON DAVIs, 
then President of the Southern Con- 
federacy, with its capital at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, in which the sep- 
uration of the North and South was 
referred to as an accomplished fact. 
In the course of his letter, Mr. CusH- 
ING recommended a Mr. ROANE for 
a position under the Confederate 
(iovernment. | 

After CUSHING’s letter to President 
DAVIS was brought to GRANT’s at- 
traction, he announced a meeting of 
his Cabinet, and expressed his pur- 
pose to withdraw CUSHING’s nomi- 
nation for Chiet Justice, as “his 
disunion views” might injuriously af- 
fect the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, in case of his confirmation. 
Before the President’s message with- 
drawing CUSHING’s Name was sent 
to the Senate, BUTLER, of Massa- 
chusetts, delivereda letter to GRANT 

from Cusnine, in which the latter

The leader of the Republicans in 


the House, BENJAMIN F. BUTLER, of 
Massachusetts, voted in the Democra- 
tic Convention at Charleston in 1860, 
for the nomination of JEFFERSON 
Davis for President of the United 
States, and was severely denounced 
for hisextreme secession, State rights 
views. And Senator LoGAN, of Illi- 
nois, now a shining Republican light 
in the Senate, advocated similar doc- 
trines in 1860, as also did Senator 
Morton, of Indiana. After the fir- 
ingon Fort Sumpter, Mr. CUSHING, 
with BurLER, LoGAN and MORTON, 
and most of the Northern secession 
Democrats, united with the Republi- 
cans there with the view of putting 
down the “rebellion.” 

If CusHiNnG’s record before the war 
is to be unearthed for the purpose of 
showing that he is unworthy of the 
confidence of the country, and should 
not be appointed to office on account 
of his disunion proclivities, Why not 
extend the investigation into the re- 
cords of other prominent Republicans 
at the North? If ihe utterances 
ascribed to the President of the United 
States himself, about the time of the 
commencement of the war, be true, 
he will*hardly be able to pass success- 
fully the trying ordeal. 


North Carolina at Vienna—Bish- 
op Lyman’s Testimonial. 


We publish with pleasure the fol- 
lowing letter from Bishop LYMAN to 
Prof. KERR, in regard to the favora- 
ble impression made on the visitors 
at the Vienna exposition by the arti- 
eles on exhibition in the North Caro- 
lina Department. 

We learn that the specimens of our 
minerals and native woods exhibited 
by Prof. Krerr were eagerly sought 
after by eminent Geologists and Min- 
eralogists in Europe, and that many 
of these specimens duly accredited 
to North Carolina have been placed 
in some of the best Museums of the 
old world. 

The following is Bishop LYMAN’s 
tribute to the North Carolina exhibi- 
tion: 


RALEIGH, Jan, 13th, 1874. 
Prof. W. C. Kerr,

mineral wealth awaiting develop- 
ment, attracted the attention of thou- 
sands of visitors. I had no idea, 
uutil then, how much hidden wealth 
this State possessed, and [ think a 
great debt of gratitude is due for the 
zeal and interest manifested in ex- 
tending a knowledge of its manifold 
resources. 

Believing as I do that one of the 
highest duties of the State is to give 
all proper encouragement to an en- 
lightened immigration, I feel that 
your efforts in connection with the 

“xposition, were of signal value in 
that direction, and entitle you to the 
earnest thanks of all who love and 
wish the welfare of the Old North 
State.

The Question of the Election of 
the State Judiciary. 

The question of the election of a 
portion of our State Judiciary in 
August next, is now being consider- 
ed by the Judiciary Committee of the 
Legislature and by the Attorney 
General, and is one of no little inter- 
est tothe people of the State. The 
following communication upon the 
subject, from the pen of a gentleman 
who has investigated the matter, 
will be found well worthy of perusal : 

Editors Daily News :—The question 
‘‘awhether or not the next election is 
the proper one at which vacancies in 
the Judicial Department should be 
filled” does not seem to be difficult 
of solution. 

Section 31, Article 4 Constitution, 
reads, ‘* All vacancies occurring in 
the offices provided for by this Arti- 
cle of the Constitution shall be filled 
by the appointment of the Governor, 
unless otherwise provided for, and 
the appointees shall hold their places 
until the next regular election.” 

The offices provided for in this Ar- 
ticle are Judges of the Supreme 
Court, whose term of office expires 
in 1878, and at the end of every e:ght 
years thereafter, Judges of the Supe- 
rior Court. the term of six of whom 
expires in 1874, and the term of the 
remaining six expires in 1878, and 
80 on, six of them being chosen every 
four years, |Solicitors, whose term 
expires in 1874,and regularly four 
years thereafter (the above being the 
only offices whose vacancies are to be 
filled by the Governor under the 
above section.) Also Sheriffs, Coro- 
ners, Coustables, Justices of the 
Peace and Clerks of the Superior 
Courts, but vacancies occurring in 
these last are not to be filled by the 
Governor. Practically the section 
then, is to be read, 

‘‘All vacancies occurring in the of- 
fices of Judges of the Supreme and 
Superior Courts and of Solicitors, 
are to be filled by the Governor, and 
the appointees shall hold their places 
until the next regular election.” 

There being vacancies in each of 
these three offices, we have to decide 
whether *‘the election of 1874 is the 
next regular election.’”’ Prima Jsacie, 
itisso. The election of 1874 is for 
members of the General Assembly, 
all county and township officers, for 
Solicitors, for six Judges of the Su 
rior Court, and to fill vacancies exist- 
ing in the Executive Department oc- 
curring more than thirty days prior 
to that election. 

At that time an election will be had 
for some officers of each department 
of the government, and it will bea 
regular election as to all the offices 
established by this, the 4th article, of 
the Constitution, (except the Supreme 
Court Judges, and some of the Supe- 
rior Court Judges,) and as to all the 
other officers of the State except 


those of the Executive Department.

If then any election in this State 
can he called a regular election, that 
of 1874 must be so called. 

To avoid the efiect of this, it has 
been suggested that the framers of 
the Constitution intended tiie last 
part of the section above quoted to be 
read as follows: ‘And the appointees 
shall hold their places until the next 
regular election (for officers whose 
ottices are established by this arti- 
cle.)”’ 

This suggestion does not help the 
matter; for passing by the objection 
that it has no reason, nor argument, 
nor rule of construction to support it, 
how does it alter the case? The elec- 
tion of 1874 is the next regular elec- 
tion for officers whose offices are es- 
tablished by this, the 4th article; as, 
at it, there are to be elected Judges, 
Solicitors, Sheriffs, &c., all of whose 
offices are established by that article. 

There will also be another such 
election in 1878, another in 1882, and 
soon. So that suggestion amounts 
to nothing. Theelection of 1874 will 
still come within the designation. 

Another suggestion may be made, 
viz: that the last portion of the sec- 
tion should read, ‘‘and the appointees 
shall hold their places untit the next 
regular election (for the particular 
oftices to which they have been ap- 
pointed.’’) 

The effect of this interpolation or 
addition would be to change 
the section as follows: ‘ And 
the appointees shall hold their places” 
for the unexpired terms of the former 
incumbents. If such had been the in- 
tention of the framers of the Consti- 
tution, it is singular that they did not 
use language which conveys that 
meaning, and still more singular that 
they did use language which does not 
convey that meaning. 

There is no ruie ot construction, or 
of interpretation, Which permitssuch 
an addition to the language of the 
Constitution. 

The framers of the Constitution 
have used plain words—easily under- 
stood, entirely intelligible in their 
connection, and needing no particu- 
lar rule of construction to lead us to 
their meaning. ‘The judicial ex- 
position of the sentence can be no 
other than what common sense would 
accept. Under the circumstances, 
“the next regular election” is a mat- 
ter avout which there can be no 
reasonable dispute. But while it is 
certain that no valid argument can 
be iound to enforce the suggestion 
that such an addition should be made 
to the words of the Constitution, yet, 
good reasons exist why the sugges- 
tion should not be entertained ; lor it 
isin violation of the spirit—of the 
analogies, and of the plain meaning 
of the Constitution : 

First. ‘the Constitution of 1868, in- 
augurated a revolution in the political 
system of this State; by it, the people 
reserved to themsel-es the right of 
electing at the polls ail the officers of 
their government then known to the 
laws. 

Since then, some unimportant 
placemen have been declared to be 
technically, officers; but their posi- 
tions are not of public consequence, 
and formerly were not considered to 
be offices at all. 

These the Governor may appoint, 
but not alone, for these unimportant 
offices, with a term of oneortwo years 
duration atmost, he can fillonly with 
the adyice and consent of the Senate. 

It was not contemplated to divest 
the people of their rights to fill any 
important office at the polls, much 
less Was it contemplated to invest the 
Governor alone with the power to fill 
an important o%ice by appointment 
for a poriod of six, seven or eight 
years. Such a provision would be 
strangely inconsistent with the spirit 
of the Constitution—with the sweep- 
ing revolution eflected in the elec- 
tion of officers, and with the anala- 
on of the Constitution in this be- 

Secondly. The Clerks of the Supe- 
rior Courts and the officers of the 
Executive Department are chosen for 
four years, and are the only officer:, 
except Judges and Solicitors, who a.e 
elected for a longer term than two 
years. 

A vacancy occurring in the oftice of 
Clerk, is filled by a temporary ap- 
pointment only until‘an election ean 
be regularly held to choose a succes- 
sor. 

A vacancy occuring among the offi- 
cers of the Kxecutive Department, is 
to be tilled by the appointment of the 
Governor, but this is a mere tempora- 
ry appointiwwent, and at the next 
general election, held thirty days 
thereafter, the people are to fill the 
vacancy at the polls, 

It thus appears to be the rule, that 
when a vacancy occursin an Ofjice with 
a four year’s term, the first appoini- 
ments are merely temporary—and 
the people, as soon as they can con- 
veniently do so, fill the vacancy by 
another election. 

The people would not entrust the 
Governor with the power of appoint- 
ing these officers for a longer time 
than until the next general election! 

Following the analogy, we should 
reasonably expect to find that the 
people had given the Governor the 
right to appoint officers to vacancies 
occurring in the Judicial Department 
only until the next regular election, 
Such indeed is the very wording of 
the Constitution. Butif the above 
suggestion is '0 be received, then 
under a chapter of accidents, the 
Governor might exercise the power 
of appointing the most important 
officers of the Government, the Chief 
Justice—the entire Supreme Court 
and half the Judges of the Superior 
Courts for periods of six, seven—even 
eight years!! Would notsucha result 
be strangely at variance with the en- 
tire spirit and the analogies of the 
Constitution? 

Thirdly. But yet it is insisted that 
such was the intention of the framers 
of that instrument. 

Certain itis, their language does 
not convey that meaning. ‘They sa 
that ‘‘the appointees shall hold their 
places until the regular election.”’ 

The next regular election is a cer- 
tain definite event on the ha pening 
of which all the appointees then ap- 
pointed must give up their places. 
All of the appointees are to go out to- 
gether—at one and the same time. 
But by this unauthorized construe- 
tion, some of the appointees would zo 
out at one time and some at another. 

Persons appointed as _ solicitors 
would give up their places in 1874 ; 
some appointed as Superior Court 
Judges would go out in 1874, others 
in 1878, and appointees on the Sv- 
thee Court would hold till 1878. 

et the Constitution reads that a 
pee to all of these offices shall 

old until the happening of the same 
event—that is until the next regular 
election. 

Is not this decisive of the question? 

Again we have seen that the effect 
of the suggested addition would be 
to make the appointees hold for the 
unexpired term of the former wncum- 


Now it is impossible for this to 
have been the intention of the 


aaa of that article of the 


Constitution, because in the section 
immediately preceding this, they 
provided that certain other vacan- 
cies should be filled in another way 
and the appointees should “hold 
their offices jor the unexpired terms. 

When they intended to say that 
appointees to vacancies should hold 
for the unexpired term, they Knew 
how to express their meaning clear- 
ly, unequivocally and in proper 
terms, and they said so in so many 
words, so that itis altogether impos- 
sible for us to credit that after ex- 
pressing in the 30th section that cer- 
tain appointees should hold for the 
unexpired terms, they could have in- 
tended to mean the same thing—to 
convey the same idea, when in the 
next Lreath, in the 31st section, they 
provided that certain other appoint- 
ees should hold their places wtil the 
next regular election. ; 

It isapparent that by using these 
two very different expressions they 
intended to convey two very differ- 
eut meanings. 

Apart from this, it may be noted 
that the expression ‘‘the appointees 
shall hold their PLACES’? seems to 
indicate temporary appointments ; 
otherwise, the word place would not 
have been substituted for the ordina- 
ry word oFFICE, which indicates 
more permanency than the word 
place. 

Thus not only the spirit and analo- 
gies of the Constitution, but the very 
words of that instrument forbid us to 
entertain the idea that appointees 
under this section hold for the unex- 
pired term—or indeed longer than 
until the next regular election. And 
it van not be denied that the election 
of 1874 is the neat regular election.
